“big shots.” It was something of 
an accident th at I was among 
those inv ited. 
The m eeting was an “off-the- 
record” affair, which I don’t like. 
Ap p arently there was nothing 
th a t cou ld not well hav e been on 
the record. Bu t I m u stn’t v iolate 
the “ethics.” 


As I stu died Mr. Hoov er while 
he was sp eaking and answering 
qu estions for nearly an hou r, it 
seemed to me th a t he showed 
two traits which nearly all g reat 
leaders p ossess — simp licity and 
dep th. 
His simp licity consists in his 
adherence to the p rincip le of or­ 
dered “liberty .” 
His dep th comes from ex p eri­ 
ence and a p rofou nd m astery of 
details, which he thinks of as 
forces. 
Some historian said of Nap ol- 
eon th a t he was as g reat as m an 
cou ld be w ithou t p rincip le.

Giv en Appro v al 
Of Co ng ressmen 


Bill Pro v ides $1 ,73 5 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
fo r Relief and Mo difies 
Many Pro jects No w 
Carried On. 


W ashing ton, Ju ne 17 (/P) — A 
weary hou se p u t an emp hatic 
“O. K.” early today on a bill to 
p rov ide $1,735,000,000 for relief 
du ring the y ear starting Ju ly 1, 
abolish su ch WPA p rojects as 
theatrical p rodu ctions and o th ­ 
erwise restrict work relief sp end­ 
ing . 
The bill was p assed at the end 
of a tu m u ltu ou s session which 
lasted more th an 14 hou rs, one 
of the long est in recent y ears. 
Sp eaker Bankhead annou nced 
the rollcall v ote was 373 to 21. 
Nine Democrats and 12 Rep u b­ 
licans balloted ag ainst the m ea­ 
su re. It now g oes to the senate, 
where leaders p romised swift 
consideration in order to rep len­ 
ish WPA coffers by Ju ly 1, when 
cu rrent ap p rop riations ru n ou t. 
A smooth-working coalition of 
Rep u blicans and some Demo­ 
crats, au g m ented by a sp rinkling 
of members who u su ally are ad­ 
m inistration 
su p p orters, 
beat 
back rep eated attem p ts to elim­ 
inate or modify some of the p ro­ 
p osed restrictions on the relief 
ag ency and to increase the fu nds 
for v ariou s p hases of the relief 
p rog ram. 
Althou g h 
W ashing ton 
was 
sweltering , the leg islators labor­ 
ed in the relativ ely comfortable, 
air-conditioned hou se chamber. 
Some 
members 
ap p arently 
dozed in their seats as the debate 
wore to a close. 
Others read 
earty editions of the morning 
newsp ap ers. Rep resentativ e Mer­ 
ritt (D-NY) whistled au dibly at 
sev eral 
p oints. 
Another 
New 
York Democrat, Rep . Sirov ich, 
almost collap sed after a v ig or­ 
ou s bu t fu tile ap p eal for con­ 
tinu ation of the WPA’s federal 
theater p rojects, which wou ld be 
ou tlawed by the bill, tog ether 
with 
other 
p rojects 
financed 
wholly by the WPA. Sirov ich re­ 
v iv ed after sniffing a restorativ e. 
Shortly before the final v ote, 
the hou se shou ted down a Re­ 
p u blican p rop osal to tu rn adm in­ 
istration of relief back to the 
states. It also defeated an ef­ 
fort by Rep . Starnes (D-Ala) to 
add $375,000,000 to the total for 
heav y constru ction p rojects ad­ 
ministered by the PWA. As fi­ 
nally ap p rov ed, the bill wou ld 
transfer to th a t ag ency $125,- 
000,000 of the $1,477,000,000 re­ 
qu ested by President Roosev elt 
for the Works Prog ress Admin­ 
istration. 
The bill wou ld su bstitu te a 
three-m em ber 
board 
for 
the 
WPA’s p resent sing le adm inis­ 
trator. 
Rep . Ray bu rn of Tex as, the 
Democratic leader, took the floor 
and criticized the p rop osal bu t 
no attem p t was made to strike 
it from the measu re. 
Later, Ray bu rn p u t throu g h 
the only am endm ent making any 
chang e in the bill’s total amou nt. 
It added $49 ,000,000 to the fu nd 
for the National You th Admin­ 
istration, bring ing to an ev en 
$100,000,000 the su m carried for 
th at ag ency . This is still $23,- 
000,000 less than the fig u re rec­ 
ommended by President Roose­ 
v elt.

Armand Calinescu , 
Foreig n M inister Gricore Caf- 
encu and other members of the 
g ov ernment also were rep orted 
marked for death by the band.

Scores of detectiv es started 
raids on homes of Foreig n Iron 
Gu ard members.

It was the third assassination

since the first of the y ear. 
In Janu ary a p rem atu re bomb 
ex p losion led to the arrest of 
Iron Gu ard members whom p o­ 
lice accu sed of p lotting to kill 
Carol. 
Twenty -fiv e G u ardists were a r­ 
rested early in Febru ary on a 
charg e of p lotting to kill Calin­ 
escu . G reat stocks of fire arm s 
and ex p losiv es were fou nd in 
the home of one of the arrested 
men. 
Today ’s arrests came as a su r­ 
p rise to the cap ital for the g ov ­ 
ernm ent had boasted th a t the 
Iron Gu ard had been liqu idated.

British-Japanese Relatio ns in 
Tientsin Repo rted Fur­ 
ther Ag g rav ated 
To day . 


Tientsin, Ju ne 17 (A*) — Tense 
B ritish-Jap anese relations were 
ag g rav ated today when Jap an­ 
ese soldiers arrested G. A. Smith, 
a British ex p orter, following an 
arg u m ent between him and a 
Chinese p oliceman ou tside the 
British concession. 
Sm ith was alleg ed to hav e 
stru ck the Chinese in the face. 
An u nidentified -comp anion then 
circu lated a story , later disp rov ­ 
ed, th a t a Jap anese sentry shot 
dead a m an believ ed to be a 
white Ru ssian. The British con­ 
su l g eneral took step s to obtain 
Sm ith’s release. 
Inform ed Britons said today 
they wete p rep aring for a long 
“sieg e” in the belief th a t only 
the solu tion of the larg er issu es 
between Jap anese and foreig n­ 
ers cou ld end a B ritish-Jap an­ 
ese crisis arising from a Jap an­ 
ese blockade of Tientsin’s B rit­ 
ish and French concessions im ­ 
p osed fou r day s ag o. 
A definite air of p essimism and 
a fatalistic accep tance of their 
situ ation was noticeable among 
foreig ners, as food p rices soared, 
a milk shortag e cau sed h ard­ 
ship s among children and Jap ­ 
anese u rg ed Chinese to bring in­ 
dep endent p ressu re on the B rit­ 
ish to accede to Jap anese de­ 
mands.

In qu alified British qu arters 
the v iew was ex p ressed th a t a 
“showdown is coming w ithin a 
few m onths, p robably inv olv ing 
the Shang hai international set­ 
tlem ent as well as the Tientsin 
concessions” and th a t “the times 
will be difficu lt, bu t the chief 
dang er lies in the fact th a t a 
g rav e incident may occu r, in­ 
v olv ing the u se of arm ed force.” 
“Once the g u ns g o off,” they 
said, “the dip lomatic stru g g le 
may end and the p lu ng e toward 
war started.” They added th a t 
ev ery one 
inv olv ed 
ap p reciated 
the risks and had taken all p re­ 
cau tions to av oid them. 
Almost no Britons attem p ted 
to p ass the Jap anese barricades 
becau se they and the Chinese 
were 
sing led 
ou t 
for 
strict 
searches, inv olv ing p arital dis­ 
robing . 
Most other foreig ners, 
abou t 120,000 in all, rem ained 
w ithin the concessions and were 
working ou t a mode of restricted 
liv ing . There was no immediate 
p rosp ect of a seriou s food short­ 
ag e bu t there was almost no milk 
to be obtained.

Con serv ation , reported today . 
More than thirty qu arts of 
perch eggs, remov ed from the 
n ets set in Lake Michigan by 
commercial 
fishermen , 
hav e 
been receiv ed at the Tri-Lakes 
state fish hatchery , n ear Colu m­ 
bia City . Sev en teen commercial 
fishermen , 
operatin g 
ou t of 
Michigan City , are cooperatin g 
with the Div ision of Fish an d 
Game in the salv agin g of perch 
eggs. 
It is an ticipated th at before 
the spawn in g season en ds, ap­ 
prox imately sev en ty -fiv e qu arts 
of eggs will hav e been secu red. 
The eggs already secu red hav e 
av eraged abou t 25 0,000 to the 
qu art, which wou ld mean a po­ 
ten tial produ ction of fifteen mil­ 
lion perch. 
This operation , in itiated three 
y ears ago, has already resu lted 
in the stockin g of scores of In ­ 
dian a lakes with perch — on e of 
the popu lar species of game fish 
an d on e th at is highly regarded 
for its food qu alities.

The ex pe­ 
dition also secu red 1,200 speci­ 
men s of small an imals, 1,5 00 
specimen s of birds an d 2,000 
specimen s of plan ts of 5 00 dif­ 
feren t species. It has an ex am­ 
ple of the Chin ese coffin tree, 
ov er which there has been con ­ 
siderable discu ssion .

The Sons w ant to tak e it ov er 
and Gov ernor Hu gh White p rom ­ 
ised to help them mak e the p lace 
a shrine for the Sou th. 
Dav is bou ght the bu ilding in 
1879 and there started his book , 
“The Rise and Fall of the Con­ 
federacy .” He died in 1889 and 
fou r y ears later his body was 
sent to Richmond, Va. 
After his death Beau v oir fell 
into p artial ru in, was rescu ed by 
the Beau v oir Imp rov ement So­ 
ciety and finally was p u rchased 
by the Sons in 19 03 . 
If they are su ccessfu l in really 
mak ing it a shrine they will 
charge admission and in this way 
finance p u rchase of Dav is fu rni­ 
tu re and relics and p ay for re­ 
search work on his life and the 
cau ses of the War Between the 
States.

The end of the World War— ( 
the war that was to p rov id e Ger­ 
many with her p rop er “p lace u n- ' 
d er the su n”—fou nd Germany 
occu p y ing mu ch less su nlight J 
than she had enjoy ed at the be- 1 
ginning of that conflict. 
Old Alsace and Lorraine were 
back in the arms of France—Po- , 
land had a strip ru nning d own 
to the sea and cu tting Pru ssia in 
two p ieces—v ariou s chu nks had 
been cu t ou t of the bord er land s 
and p laced in escrow—and ev ery 
colony had d isap p eared . 
The German battle fleet was 
,su nk; her war weap ons were 
tu rned ov er to the Allies; her 
army was red u ced to a mere p o­ 
lice force of a hu nd red thou sand 
men; the Kaiser was a fu gitiv e in 
Holland ; and the task of reor­ 
ganizing Germany and p ay ing 
the war ind emnities was in the 
hand s of a totally ineffectu al 
new rep u blic. 
The rep u blic failed . Its one 
achiev ement of note was to in­ 
flate Germany ’s cu rrency to a 
p oint where the internal d ebts of 
the cou ntry cou ld be p aid off at 
p ractically no ex p ense—thereby 
cau sing an almost total loss to 
those Germans who had inv est­ 
ed in gov ernment bond s, as well 
as ail other owners of bond s and 
mortgages of ev ery d escrip tion in 
Germany . 
The rep u blic was su ccec d by 
Ad olp h Hitler—an Au strian-born 
my stic of hu mble origin. Disor­ 
ganization and d esp air and hu ­ 
miliation mad e the German p eo­ 
p le rip e for a d ictator—and Hit­ 
ler became that d ictator. 
With d ramatic switness this 
Au strian laborer mad e Germany 
the strongest and most d anger­ 
ou s military p ower in Eu rop e. 
And in d oing this he u sed meth­ 
od s that were as old as history . 
His first step was to totally d e­ 
stroy all p olitical op p osition—a 
step that is inv ariably taken by 
ey ery su cc°« sfu l d ictator. Nex t, 
he 
mov ed 
recru its 
rap id ly 
throu gh that army of a hu nd red 
thou sand u ntil he had many 
hu nd red thou sand trained troop s 
—armed with rifles and cannon 
-that had been manu factu red 
in v iolation of the p eace treaty . 
Then, and only then, was he 
read y to act. The/war d ebts were 
rep u d iated . 
German t ‘roop s 


far. The Jew can leav e Germany 
—if he can find any p lace to go— 
bu t he can take nothing with 
him. The theory , as annou nced , 
is that all p rop erty in p ossession 
of the Jews in Germany was tak­ 
en away from the German citi­ 
zens—and the time has come to 
recap tu re it for the good of the 
Fatherland . The Jew has been 
brand ed as “the enemy within 
the gates.” 
This id ea of recap tu re of Jew­ 
ish wealth—of abolishing Jewish 
comp etition in ev ery line—is 
sp read ing to other cou ntries in 
central Eu rop e, with the resu lt 
that the p roblem of what to d o 
with the Jew is a major p roblem 
with many cou ntries at the p res­ 
ent moment. 
In the meantime Herr Hitler’s 
neighbors are net sleep ing well. 
Ap p arently no one of his own 
size is willing to go to war to 
keep him from annex ing any 
or all of his smaller neigh­ 
bors. And ap p arently he will 
continu e to d o that v ery thing 
—u ntil the d ay when the wrath 
ofe nations finally d escend s u p ­ 
on Germany , and her then allies, 
and the World War is fou ght 
ov er again.

Science is being applied to the 
social problem of low-cost hou s­ 
ing for farm ers in the Farm Se­ 
cu rity 
Adm inistration’s 
7 ,7 18 - 
acre Wabash farm s resettlem ent 
project in sev en sou thern Indi­ 
ana cou nties. 
The FSA, throu gh loans, land 
and good adv ice, helps pov erty - 
ridden farm families get on their 
feet economically . Its clients are 
farm people who cannot get help 
from priv ate or other gov ern­ 
m ent credit agencies. 
Region 
three, which takes in Indiana, 
Ohio, Illinois, Iowa and Missou ri, 
has headqu arters in Indianap­ 
olis. 
Resettlem ent is ju st one phase 
of the FSA work. Its object, like 
tha t of the tenant pu rchase 
plan, is to get the farm er in 
possession of the land. Bu t ifc 
differs from the tenancy pro­ 
gram in one im portant respect: 
In 
tenancy , 
the 
gov ernment 
lends the farm er money to bu y a 
farm from priv ate owners; in 
resettlem ent, the gov ernment it­ 
self bu y s the land and in tu rn 
sells or leases it to the farmer. 
Wabash farms, Indiana’s re­ 
settlem ent project, when fin­ 
ished will giv e homes to 
12 0 
families in Knox , Dav iess, Su l­ 
liv an, M artin, Brown, Shelby and 
Decatu r cou nties. It was started 
in 1936. Only two u nits now re­ 
m ain to be completed. 
“Ou r 
problem,” 
say s P. G. 
Beck, assistant regional director 
in charge of resettlem ent, “is 
to pu t poor people and good land 
together in the proper m ix tu re 
so tha t the people can get on 
| their feet and hav e some sta­ 
bility . Hou sing is incidental.” 
Nev ertheless, dark, stocky Mr. 
Beck will tell y ou , the FSA’s re­ 
settlem ent 
div ision 
has 
done 
mu ch with the hou sing problem. 
Today , in Indiana, it is able to 
bu ild a stu rdy six -room hou Ae 
for as little as $2 ,000 to $2,2 00. 
In sou theast Missou ri, it has 
erected a sim ilar hou se for $1,- 
105 . 
Standardization of m aterials 
and design, coihbined with some 
flex ibility to av oid du ll u niform - 


ity , has helped it to do that. 
And it is the engineer, rather 
than the architect, who has 
tu rned the trick. 
The method is this: 
(1) The architect draws the 
plans for the ty pe of hou se 
needed, taking into accou nt gov ­ 
ernm ental specifications. 
One 
specification is that each hou se, 
ex cept in special cases, m u st 
hav e three bedrooms — one for 
m an and wife, one for little boy s 
and one for little girls. 
The 
hou ses do not need to be mod­ 
ern, 
bu t most of them 
are 
capable of being made modern. 
(2) The engineer goes ov er 
these plans and rev ises them so 
that lu mber, wherev er possible, 
can be cu t to standard length 
and pattern, to sav e work and 
time and money . 
(3) The sites of the hou ses are 
chosen, the fou ndations laid or 
piles driv en and the lu mber — 
mostly pine from the northw est 
and sou th — hau led to the near­ 
est railroad siding and u nloaded. 
(4 ) Here FSA carpenters, u s­ 
ing maneu v erable power saws, 
cu t ou t the whole fram e — from 
joists to rafters — and some­ 
times the weatherboarding, and 
the m aterials for each hou se are 
pu t into a separate pile. 
(5 ) These m aterials áre taken 
to the homestead site and the 
hou se is bu ilt, often in less than 
a day ’s time. 
Throu gh a featu re of design 
common to most of the hou ses it 
bu ilds, the FSA economizes on 
m aterials and allows the occu ­ 
pants more liv ing space. Instead 
of liv ing rpom, dining room and 
kitchen being made separate, 
they are all bu ilt as one big 
room in the shape of an L or U. 
In 
Indiana, 
fou r 
different 
kinds of hou ses hav e been bu ilt. 
Three hav e three bedrooms each 
and the fou rth ty pe has two bed­ 
rooms. In places where grou ps 
of hou ses are pu t u p, the plans 
can be v aried so tha t the hou ses 
do not hav e the monotonou s 
sameness of a mining town or a 
middle-class real 
estate 
su b­ 
div ision. 
The 
préfabrication 
method 
u sed on hou ses are u sed also on 
barns and ou tbu ildings. Region 


3 has issued a 7 9 -pag e bo o k 
co ntaining plans fo r 12 ty pes o f 
ho uses and fo r barns, po ultry 
and bro o der ho uses, milk sheds, 
smo ke sheds, g ranaries, machine 
sheds, co m cribs, wells, fences, 
driv es and the like. Beck say s 
many farmers who do no t g et 
help fro m the FSA hav e asked 
fo r co pies. 
Units in the W abash farm s 
project fall into three classes. 
Forty -two are in the Deshee 
Farms, 
Inc., 
2,8 00-acre 
Knox 
cou nty cooperativ e. 
Fifty -fiv e 
are indiv idu al family -size farm s 
of 75 to 8 0 acres in Shelby , De­ 
catu r, 
Su lliv an 
and Dav iess 
cou nties. Tw enty -three, in M ar­ 
tin and Brown cou nties, are fiv e- 
acre su bsisting homesteads for 
families working in factories or 
woods. 
The FSA figu res, say s Beck, 
it can set a family of fiv e u p on 
a farm for $10,000. 
Land was 
bou ght from absentee owners, 
estates and some large farm ers, 
in plots from 70 to 116 acres, for 
$75 to $7 8 an acre. Hou ses were 
bu ilt with Works Progress Ad­ 
m inistration labor. 
The people pu t on the farm s 
were mostly farm tenants and 
farm laborers. 
In m ost cases, 
the families now pay a y early 
cash rent of $200 to $225 . After 
a few y ears, the FSA plans to of­ 
fer to sell each farm , spread­ 
ing pay m ents ov er 4 0 y ears, or 
lease it to them for 99 y ears. 
Under the sales contract, $4 3.26 
a y ear will pay off a $1,000 debt 
a t three per cent interest. 
In addition, nearly ev ery fam ­ 
ily has obtained a loan of $75 0 
to $1,000 to bu y liv e stock, farm 
m achinery and the like. 
These 
loans are fiv e y ears at fiv e per 
cent interest. An ex pert farm 
su perv isor and home su perv isor 
help the clients plan their work. 
“Project work is an ex peri­ 
m ent,” Beck admits. 
“Its too 
soon to tell now w hethter it is a 
su ccess. 
Bu t most of the fam ­ 
ilies are coming along. 
I’d say 
60 to 8 0 per cent are coming 
along. And I’d say we’v e prob­ 
ably learned as mu ch abou t low- 
cost hou sing as any body .” 


REVISION OF INCOME 
TAX UW IS SOUGHT 


W ashington, 
Ju ne 
16 
( J P) — 
President Roosev elt said today 
the income tax stru ctu re wou ld 
hav e to be broadened a t the base 
bu t he dou bted tha t congress 
wou ld take any action on it this 
session. 
Responding to qu estions at a 
press conference, the President 
said he believ ed the base shou ld 
be broadened a little bit to cov er 
more tax pay ers, bu t he added 
tha t this wou ld not bring in 
mu ch additional rev enu e. 
(Broadening the base m eans to 
lower salary ex emptions so that 
more 
indiv idu als 
pay 
income 
tax es.) 
Broadening, the President said, 
wou ld giv e added responsibilities 
of citizenship to a grou p not now 
cov ered by the tax laws. 
He also ex pressed the opinion 
that income tax rates in the 
midle brackets probably shou ld 
be raised a bit. 
Mr. Roosev elt referred to w hat 


he termed silly any po litical edi­ 
to rials which sug g ested that lo w­ 
ering a sing le man’s ex emptio n 
fro m $1,000 to $8 00 and a mar­ 
ried man’s fro m $2 ,5 00 to $1,2 00 
wo uld permit the g o v ernment to 
pay o ff the natio nal debt. 
He co ntended the co st o f co l­ 
lecting the rev enues fro m the 
lo wer inco me g ro ups as a result 
o f bro adening the tax base wo uld 
be v irtually equiv alent to the 
new rev enue bro ug ht in.
